Draft Amendment to the Employees’ State Insurance 
( General ) Regulations, 1950. 

I. In Regulation 29, the following clause may be insert- 
ed at the end: — 

“Contribution stamps shall be purchased from an 
ageiyy duly authorised by the Corporation and 
from no other source. Stamps once purchased 
from an authorised agency shall not be transfer- 
able thereafter. Contribution Stamps purchased 
otherwise than in accordance with the provisions 
of this regulation shall not be deemed to be con- 
tribution stamps for the purposes of these Regu- 
lations.”. 

II, In forms 12, 13 and 14 appended to Regulation 63, 
the words “Local Office — - — — ” may be added immediate- 
ly below the words “signature or thumb impression."
